Milk delivered to your home 
frequently costs more than in a 
food or dairy retail store Multi­ 
quart containers ( V to 1-gallon) 
often cost less 
than quart 
containers. If there is a dif­ 
ference in price, buy the form or 
forms of milk that best meets 
your needs at the best price 
This may mean buying nonfat 
dry milk in as large a package 
as you can store and use without 
waste, or buying store specials 
in fluid fresh milk perhaps in 
multi-quart containers. 
You may want to have several 
forms of milk available for 
home use, suggests the Purdue 
specialist. Too often, only habit 
limits the choices. Fluid fresh, 
nonfat dryland evaporated milk 
are - probably the three most 
popular forms available. Fresh 
fluid milk is the choice for many 
when milk is to be used as a 
beverage, but nonfat dry milk 
keeps well and, when purchased 
in the right size for your family, 
can be used without waste 
Evaporated milk 
takes less 
storage space than fluid milk 
and 
does 
not 
require 
refrigeration until opened. 
In using 
nonfat 
dry 
milk 
powder, Ms. Allen suggests, you 
can add the dry milk powder to 
the dry ingredients in a recipe 
and then add water for the 
required amount of liquid. 


Yogurt, ice cream and ice 
milk can replace part of the 
milk in your food plan, but at 
added costs To compare prices, 
compare the price of equal 
amounts of milk Cultured milks 
can be compared cup for cup, 
but the cost of a cup of ice cream 
should be compared with that of 
one-half cup of milk 


In recipes calling for a cup of 
buttermilk or sour milk for 
baking, you can substitute I cup 
of fresh milk plus I tablespoon 
vinegar or lemon juice (let it 
stand for 5 minutes before you 
use it.) Or, you can use I Qup of 


fresh milk plus 134 teaspoons 
cream of tartar.

Don’t let im aginary 
mixing problems keep you from 
a very good buy, says Ms. Allen. 
A food safety tip: Don’t mix 
new milk with old unless you are 
going to use it immediately. 
Just to be safe, don’t put milk 
which has been taken from the 
storage container back into the 
storage container if it has been 
at room temperature for any 
extended period. The number of 
bacteria increases as milk ages 
or stands at room temperature

Restoring 
Antique Cribs 


Restoring an antique crib for 
a new baby can be an exciting 
project. Not only mothers and 
fathers, but grandparents, too, 
are getting into the act, says Ms 
Ezelle Johnson, Extension home 
furnishings specialist at Purdue 
University. Consequently, the 
U S Consumer Product Safety 
C om m ission has m ade the 
following recommendations for 
using old or antique cribs: 
To provide maximum safety 
for the baby, first check the 
overall condition of the crib 
Loose slats in the side rails or 
any 
loose 
joints 
should 
be 
tightenend 
D am aged 
or 
m issing 
sla ts 
should 
be 
replaced. 
If the side rails are too low, 
extenders can be bought to raise 
them. Fasten the extenders in 
place so the top of the rail does 
not extend above the end panels 
of the crib, advises the Purdue 
specialist Make sure hardware 
on the crib and extenders is in 
good condition, free from rough 
edges, and cannot be easily 
removed. 


Check 
the 
latch or lock 
mechanism on the drop side to 
assure that it catches firmly and 
cannot be easily tripped by little 
hands. 
F aulty 
m echanism s 
should be replaced. 


If the spaces between the rail 
slats are more then 2 3-k inches, 
the infant could possibly wedge 
its head between the slats. To 
correct 
this 
hazard, 
Ms 
Johnson suggests, buy bumper 
pads that run around the entire 
crib Select pads with at least 
six straps that can be tied or 
snaped snuggly to the rail slats 
Trim off any excess strap ends 
to prevent the baby 
from 
chewing on them. 


Select a firm mattress that 
fits tightly in the crib 
Ms 
Johnson says, “if you can fit 
more than two fingers between 
the m attress and the crib, the 
mattress is too small." 
Use only paints or finishes 
labeled non-toxic if you paint or 
refinish the crib

Black Jack is dead. You may 
not know the name, but who 
can forget the sight of that 
black stallion cantering rider­ 
less behind John F. Kennedy’s 
funeral caisson so long ago? 
Black 
Jack, 
that graceful 
riderless horse, grew very old 
doing that for the nation’s dead 
heroes. So old the Army finally 
retired him, let him indulge his 
fondness for eating cake and, 
finally, put him gently to sleep 
Friday. 
He was 29, or, as the official 
Army obituary proudly stated, 
"m ore than IOO years old in 
human term s.” He suffered 
kidney 
failure 
and 
“other 
complications of old age,” the 
Army said. 
Black Jack, in fact, was the 
last “Army-issue horse." Al­ 
though the service has other 
riderless funeral horses, they 
are not Army veterans the way 
Black Jack was. He was the 
last 
living 
horse 
officially 
"issued” by the quarterm aster, 
the last to carry the “U.S.” 
brand 
He had a serial number, like 
any GI. and the Army saw him 
off with a detailed obituary 
befitting 
a 
24-year 
service 
veteran, which we was 


"Black Jack ... was named 
for General of the Armies John 
J, Pershing,” the obituary said 
"He had been part of the U.S. 
3rd infantry (The Old Guard) 
since he was five... 


"During 
his 
20 
years 
of 
service, he took part in the 
funerals of Presidents Hoover, 
Kennedy and Lyndon B John­ 
son as well as General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur and 
thousands of others in Arlington 
National Cemetery ” 


The big horse has been in 
what 
the 
Army 
called 
“sem iretirem ent” at Ft. Myer, 
Va., stables since early 1973, 
where thousands of tourists and 
school children visited him and 
where Mrs Michael V Schado 
of nearby Arlington has been 
tossing him a birthday party 
for the past nine years. 
The Army obituary did not

American diplomacy, was in 
the closing phase of an eight- 
month stint as U.S. ambassador 
to the United Nations Noting 
his tenure as president of this 
group this month, Malik said it 
was a “swan song.”
